The Supreme Oourt Declares thi 


E x c I u b ì o i i Law OonitituUonáli 


"WAsniNOTON, May 
le.—The suprcm« 
court of the United Stat«« aiilrmed ibo 
constitutionality of the G>«ar3r Chinese ex- 
clusion and registration act. 
The opinion 
was announced by Justice Qray. 


Justice Gray, in announcing the jutlji 
ment of the court, said that the power ot 
this nation to restrict or prohibit the im 
miKrationof any aliens into the country, 
or to require such aliens Itt the country to 
remove therefrom, was m well settled prin- 
cipal of internal law, and was confirnu'd 
by an imbroken line of decisiouH in thi^ 
court 
The legislativp power of the ixoy 
emment had not transcended any of i' 
constitutional limitations in the act undov 
consideration. 
It was within its power i • > 
determine the regulationi under whioh 
these aliens should be permitted to reiTi;t:n 
in the United States; or, failing to obsci v • 
these regulations, they should be requires. 1 
to leave the country. 


At the conclusion of Justice Gray^s opin- 
ion Justice Brewer announced that be I'd 
compelled to dissent from the view of liu' 
majority of the court. 
He read his vitbw\< 
at some length, declaring in substance iJi.-it 
theactofl89S was unconstitutional, at.d 
that if it were upheld there was no giiiu- 
antee that similar treatment might not bo 
accorded to other classes of our population 
than the Chinese. 


Justice Field, who delivered the opinion 
of the supreme ceurt of the United fcitatt^s 
in the first case under the exclusion act, 
also read a dissenting opinion. He held 
that there was a wide difference between 
exclusion of immigrants and the deporta- 
tion of alien residents, and he characler- 
ized the act in the strongest language as 
iabuman and brutal, and as violative of 
the constitution in every seotlon. He re- 
gretted to say that the decision of the 
oourt was to his mind fraught with the 
gravest dangers to the priceless liberties oi 
the people. 


Chief Justice Fuller also dissented from 
the opinion of the court. In his dissenting 
opinion the chief justice denied the sound- 
ness of the propofl tion that the cases be- 
fore the court were such as the political 
department of the government alone could 
deal with. It was, in hU view, a judicial 
question, a&d however -vMuctaut courts 
may be to pass upon the constitutionality 
of legislative acts. It was the very essence 
of judicial duty to do so when the dis- 
charge of that duty was properly imposed 
upon it. The deportation by way of 
punishment was, ia his view, an unusual 
punishment not authorized by ths consti- 
tution. 


W a s h i n g t o n , May 17.—At yesterday's 
cabinet meeting, with a full attendance, 
the Chinese question as complicated by 
the decision of the supreme court, was 
discussed from every point of view, aad it 
is understood the conclusion reached was 
that the law could not be enforced for the 
l^ason that there was no money available 
for that purpose. Ths act only carries an j 
appropriation of $100,000, and Secretary 
Carlisle showed that not more than $^5,000 
of that sum remained, with some bills 
still unaudited to be acted upon. It was 
estimated that it would cost to deport all 
the Chinamen now in the country who 
have not complied with the law more than 
^,000,000, This sutement exhibited what 
one member of the cabinet called the ut- 
ter inability of the government to give any 
effect to the law itself, without further 
action by congress. Under the cireum- 
stances it was understood that nothing 
could bo done, and it is said there is little 
if any probability of the government mak- 
ing any immediate effort to put the lavr 
Into effect, 


Chrlatie Warden's Murdtsr Avenged* 
COKCORD, N. H., May IT.—Frank C, 
Almy, or George H. Abbott, was hanged 
in the jailyard here for the murder of 
Christie Warden at Hanover, N. H., in 
July, 1891, 
The murderer went to his 
doom with apparent unconcern. The exe- 
cution was a bungling affair. Almy's feet 
touched tke floor when he went through 
the drop, and he was apparently strangled 
to death, A minute after he fell oilicers 
on the platform of the scaffold pulled the 
body up several feet. The rope had pulled 
over the left ear while the k-not was fully 
one*foot abovo the neck. Among the wit- 
nesses was a brother of the murdered girl. 


An Amerlean Legation at the TaUoan, 


R o m e , May 17.—TJie Vatican has ap- 
pointed Mgr. Agliardi to bo nuncio to Aus- 
tria and Mgr. Alfuti to be nuncio to Bava- 
ria, It is understood that Mgr. Satolli has 
represented the Hierarchy and leading 
Catholic laymen in the United States as 
anxious to start a movement in favor of 
establibhing an American legation at the 
Vatican. 
The movement would be so 
directed as to bring all possible influence 
to this end to bear ux>on the Washington 
government. 


Fell Three Thousaud Feet te Deatk. 
H o u g h t o n , Midi., May 15.—Ten timber 
men were dashed to pieces in lied Jacket 
perpendicular shiift of the Calumet and 
Hecla at noon yesterday. Tho miners were 
coming up in the cafto to dinner and the 
fcnginfer hoibicd the cage aj^aiust the tim- 
bers of tho ehul't, when the coupling pin 
broke and the men and the cage deibhed 
down S.UUU leet to the bottom.

It ai)- 
pears that he had been living a gay 1 iie 
while here, and had issued several bogus 
checks. 


Odd Fellows Protest. 
R e a d i n g , May 1 7 . — A t the meeting of 
the Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows a reso- 
lution was piissed condemning senate bill 
460, introduced by General Gobin, of Leb- 
anon, which aims to regulate secret bene- 
ficial societies under the laws of the state 
and diree^ng the grand olRcers to appear 
before the senate committee iu relation to 
the bill. It is claimed that as the Odd 
Fellows have regulated their own affairs 
for sixty years they are better able to 
judge and decide what is required for their 
membership than the courts. 


Bauk Burglars Thwarted. 


Pittsburg, May 16.—An attempt was 
made by burglars at 4 o'clock in the morn- 
ing to blow open the safo of Beaver De- 
posit bank at Beaver with dynamite. The 
robbers succeeded in forcing open the 
outer safe, but the inner one, containing 
over $20.000 in cash and valuable socui> 
liies, withstood She shock. The explosion 
aaonsed the town and the thieves were 
compelled to make a hasty departure, tak- 
ing with them about 1200 in silver. 
No Room for Her Paupers, 
WiLKESBAUUE, May 16.—The state board 
of charities has notified the directors of the 
central poor district of Luzerne county 
that forty eight of their patients now at 
Danville asylum would be sent back on 
account of the overcrowded condition of 
that institution. 
The directors will meet 
tomorrow, and it is thought that they will 
uot asoept them. They have no place for 
ihem but the county priso», and they will 
refuse to send tlnem there,

The company was organ- 
ized in imi, and failed in 18S*J. Some of 
the farmers say they do not now own the 
horses that were insured by the company.

entrance, and wo must remain hero un- 
til the Orient lino tender arrives with 
orders. 
Our rest is not all quiet, 
how- 
ever, for we are besieged on all sides by 


to prevent any serious siftings of 
the 
canal or washing of banks it has been 
found necessary to stone and concrete 
them, which is now beini^ done. 


The canal is a source of great revenue 
to the Frenen Govern nent, as tho tarill 
on our steamer alonfe is upward of $7000 
on freight and passensrerd. 
Tne passen- 
per dues are about §3 in our money for 
tirst class passeoííers and $ 3 stecrai^e. 
We arrive at Ismailia at midnight. From 
this town the railroad 
connect? 
with 
Cairo. 
This is the usual route of the 
tourist to the pyramids of Geezeh, which 
of the sixty pyramids are the 
niosD in- 
terestinir, as tney are the largest, 
and 
are located 
about 
seven 
miles 
from 
Cairo. 
The Boolak Museum in Cairo 
also must not be missed,for there can bo 
seen 
many 
kings 
and queens 
whose 
names are familiar in Egyptian history. 


It is curious and interesting to look at 
the Jewisli ieatures of the Puaraoh who 
brou^rht; up Moses, Kameses IF., who aiso 
plajed so prominent; a part scores 
of 
centuries ago, and within the present 
decade was discovered and placed in his 
present resting place despite the 
etiorts 
of the English Government; to have him 
removed to the British museum. 


Returning to Ismailia we pursue our 
way up 
the Suez Canal. 
There is 
a 
slight current in the canal from north to 
south, which is cau«ed by tne Immense 
evaporation of the Red Sea, which 
is 
constantly 
going 
on. 
The 
average 
temperature of the water is eighty de- 
<;rees; one writer gives the maximum 100 
dec:rees F.ihrenbeit, 
in which article he

with here and thero a whirlwind of sand 
perhaps hundreds of feet high, caucrht 
un by tho hot, burniuii wind. 
On our 
left, alon^ the lake, 
thousands of peli- 
cans appear 
sitting so close 
tosrethor 
that they look like a whitewashed wall 
at a distance, and it is almost imposai- 
ble to pick out a single bird even with 
a strong glass. 
Tho spectator is fortu- 
nate if a llocrc of iliituiniioea rite as you 
pass them. While they also appear white 
while standinsf, as they rise into the air 
you seo the underside of their wings, 
which is of a rosy pink. 


This is an excellent place to watch for 
the mirage which is almost always visi- 
ble in tlie eastern desert—sometimes n 
reflection of the ship itself seems to bo 
sailios alon^'sidc. 
Wo are now inside 
of Port Said, the main street; of which 
runs parallel with the canal. luThc coal- 
iufT at Port Said is an interestini? feature, 
although wo are glad when 
operations 
are begun to leave for shore. 


We are no sooner made fast to a buoy 
than hundreds of black Arabs, 
with as 
many baskets, paddle a mammoth lighter 
aloniiside our vessel and in a short space 
i>f time 
the huge pyramid of coal is 
down to tho water's level. 
The streets 
of Port Said are narrow and tho stores 
are odd. 
We spend our time on shore 
mostly in bazars and 
after makini? a 
tour of the city and having been treated 
to a dinner served in tho open air at n 
French hotel we make our w^ay slowly 
down to our tender, where we iind some 
of our passengers engaired in a 
donkey 
race on the sandy load. 


It is twilight AS our steamer passes 
out of the canal between two long pro- 
tectioD jetties. 
She is headed for !Na- 
nles, our nest stopping place, and wo 
watch the Pvjrt Said light, which is 175 
leet high, until it is an uncertain spccjc 
and resign ourselves to lour days of sea 
life before wo shall havo seen Mount 
Etna, the most lofty point oC southerj 
Italy.

Hero will be found a faithful picture of 
life in tho Fatherland ns it was many 
generations ago and as it is in many 
rural districts to-day, and attached as 
they are to tho traditions of the mother 
couutry, it need hardly oe said that Ger- 
mans of nil dosses and countries will tind 
here countless objects of interest and will 
eee nothing that will not remind them of 
their old home and of their forefathers. 
Others, too, besides Germans cannot fail 
to be charmcd with this historical object 
lesson, and only a dullard or an idiot can 
pass througjh these charming old build- 
ings tvltbout having his senses quickened 
by delightful sights and sounds and 
without feeling himself transmuted, as it 
were, from a citizen of the Nineteenth 
Century into a burgher of those days 
•when tournaments were in fashion and 
iiteam engines unknown. 


At the entrance to the village is a high 
fquare tower witii a moatway, and over 
the arched portal is the inscription, **To 
the Golden Tankards." 
Within 
tho 
entrance is a large space, in the center 
of which is a music pavilion, built in the 
form of a tent. 
To the right 
towers 
the castle and to tho left extend halls 
dedicated to conviviality and refresh- 
Djent. 
These halls are noted for their 
Upper Bavarian style of architecture, 
with its green woodwork and white in- 
terstices. 
lu the covered hall a place of 
honor has been given to two charminii 
female busts modelled by the sculptor 
Brutt, of Berlin. 
Adjacent to the halls 
arc two music pavilions, so that enthusi- 
astic Teutons can at the same time 
quench their thirst at tho buifets and 
drink in the music of the great German 
composers. 


But on to the castle, which is a real 
moated stronghold, such as used to be 
built in oldea times on plains where they, 
could be protected by water. 
The en- 
trance tower is accessible by abridge, 
and hos the time-honored terrace and 


injj them honot ^tand peasants from 
ev^ry province in Germany, formtnff in 
their picturesque holiday attire a richly 
colored procession, for German peasants 
are fond of gay color?, sparkling tinsel 
embroideries glistening with gold and 
silver threads. 


Etchlniis by Bcrnhard Mannfeld of 
the famous castles, cities and cathedrals 
in Germany next claim attention, after 
which comes the armory with its splendid 
collection 
of mediaeval weapons and 
armor arranged on tho walls in artistic 
aroups. The shirts of mail, steel armor, 
helmets, hoods, arm and hand shields, 
two handed swords, clubs, mail tilterf, 
bows, crossbows and punches which are 
feen here beloncr to a celebrated collec- 
tion, which is valued at 2,000,000 marks 
and is tho property of Town Councillor 
Zschillc, of Gro3senhain,a man of artistic 
tastes and a famous antiquarian. 
In the 
castle chapel, which is tho next object of 
interest, are many valuable works of art, 
including the greater portion of tho pre- 
historic collection belonging to 
tho 
Uoman-Germanic-Central 
Museum 
in 
Mainz. 
Heie stand the life-liko figures 
of a soldier of the Roman Legion and a 
Franconian warrior and also tho eques- 
trian llgures ol two knights in armor, 
while yond<»r are numerous Celtic, Ger- 
manic and Franconiau trophies, prehis- 
toric weapons and a variety of implo- 
nients and medals beloniriug to tho ago 
when the migration of Nations took 
place. 
Here, too, are excellent models 
of prehistoric graves and of a villaire ou 
piles, and also many ancicnt 
ornaments 
in irold, silver and bronze. 


Everywhere arc evidences of tho Mid- 
dle Ai03. 
Even the windows 
have 
diamond shaped panes of glass and tho 
quaint old doors are furnished with 
Gothic iron fasteniniis. 
Of tho many 
decorations on the walls one is especially 
noteworthy, being u fresco painting rep* 
resenting a tournament between 
two

heavily 
mailed knights on horseback. 
Room after room invites tho visitor, and 
everywhere, 
on walls, ceilings, doors 
and windows, is to be found a wealth of 
artistic and most appropriate decoration. 
But time ñies and much more is to be 
seen besides the castle. 


That patriarchal building yonder is a 
town hall, such as occ can still find in 
many Hessian towns. 
It is of considera- 
ble height, has wings on both sides and

sloping roof. 
On both sides are covered 
moatways, one of which 
leads to the 
palace, while the other leads to a group 
of buildings in 
which the stewardess 
spends her time roasting juicy sirloins 
for tho expected guests. 
Artistically 
carved escutcheons ornament the parapet 
of tho balcony over the gate, and tho 
date •^1564:" shows that the building was 
restored in that year. 
To tho left of tho 
gate are decorated apartments in which 
food and drink are served, and to the 
right is a priceless collection of weapons, 
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HESSIAN TOWN HALIi, 


armor, works of art,costumes of German 
races and other Northern relics of the 
days of old. 
Hero we see, modelled in 
wax, a long procession of the most powi- 
crlul E.nperors and National heroes that 
Germany has ever possessed, from Iler- 
mann the Oheruska, Charles the Great 
and Barboross down to William 1., who 
after a long period of dissension united 
Germany once more. 
Near them and do. 


extends for some distance, being pro- 
tected by a high, rising slato roof with 
turrets upon the ndgo on which a slato 
covered belfry tower, with the customary 
weather vane creaking in the wind, rises 
hififh in the air. 
In front is tho broad 
c» 


entrance gate with the date of erection, 
*'Anno Domini 15S5," enpraved in tho 
frieze. 
In tho interior is a museum of 
National costumes. 


Near the town hall, and peepincr out 
from green trees and bushes, aro farm- 
houses from the Spree ITorest, Upper Ba- 
varia, the Black Forest and Westphalia. 
The Westphalian farmhouse belongs to 
tho Friesland-Saxoniau type, tho chief 
characteristic of which is that not only 
tho living rooms but also all the other 
necessary buildings connected with 
a 
fannhouse, such as stalls, stables, pig- 
geries and fowl houses, are united under 
one roof. 
This union necessitates an im- 
mense building, which in its outlines re- 
sembles a cathedral with threo naves. 
Stalely tho house certainly is, 
Its straw 
roof is more than twice the height of the 
side walls, and above tho gablo horses* 
heads, the ancient Saxon sign, are dis- 
played rudely carved in wood at the end 
of both the cantilevers. 
In addition to 
the date of the building there aro on- 
graved tho names of thoso who have 
lived in it, and on tho long crossbeam is 
tho Scriptural sentence, *^Tho Lord bless 
my going out and coming jn," and also 
tha I. J-I. S. 
Against tho gateposts im- 
mense stones are placed to protect them 
from collision with vehicles. 
To tho 
left stands the dog kennel, in which tho 
watchdog lies on the alert, and from the 
leather collar around his neck han^s a 


bar of wood about u hand long. Leaning 
against tho wall is a hook for catching 
geese and near by la » ladder, which 
leads up to tho poultry loft. 
Behind the 
gate is a large thrashing floor and beside

it aro tho stables and the stalls for tho 
pigs and oxen. Atone end of the thrash- 
ing floor is the lireplace, behind which 
are the dwelling room and tho bedroom. 
In the latter is an alcove for chests, in 
which may bo stored the family's stock 
of silver and other precious things, in- 
cluding the gold embroidered hoods and 
tho larff€ amber necklaces of the women. 


Tho Black Forest farmhouse is a com- 
fortable building. Its characteristics are 
the ground floor, executed in cut stone 
and plaster, the dark brown timber- 
work overhead, the arbors with their 
wooden breast-walls, the small-paned 
windows which slide sideways, 
and 
above all, the immense straw roof pro- 
jecting far over tho walls and reaching 
on tho left side almost to the ground, it 
may also be noticed that a house of this 
type slopes backward, so that vehicles 
can drive slantmgly over the elevated 
barn floor. The living rooms and bed- 
rooms are on the first story, and on tlie 
ground floor are tho stalls and stables. 
Above the first story is the barn tloor 
with its hay loft, and to the left, where 
the roof hangs low down, are placed tho 
pig sty and manure heap, the Utter being 
carefully covered over. 
At the gablo 
the roof extends far enough to provide 
a substantial cover for the upper arbor. 
Against the warmest side-wall generally 
stands a large hive of bees. 
In winter, 
when the Black Forest lies deep in snow 
and the brooks are frozen over, such a 
house is right warm and comfortable. 


The Upper Bavarian farmhouse some- 
what resembles a Swiss cottage. 
Tne 
walls are of white plaster, the window 
Irames are ornamented 
with colored 
scrolls, the shutters are painted green, 
tho balustrades of the arbor are ingeni- 
ously carved, the beamheads are faced 
with Irontal boards, 
decorated .with 
tufts, and tho doors are ornamented 
with star-shaped borders 
in 
prodle, 
Tne roof, which is rather fiat, is con- 
structed of shingles, and is Aveightei 
with heavy rocks to protect it against 
storms. 
The gablo faces the road and 
is surmounted by a ^.ross. 
In the upper 
part of the boarding, also, is generally 
engraved a picture of Christ's martyr- 
dom, for in Catholic Bavaria the popu- 
lation is* very religious. 


The Spree Forest farmhouse is a very 
curious building. 
Through this forest 
extend more than two hundred natural 
; and artificial arms of the river Spree, 
and when the waters are high, the land 
is 
flooded 
far 
and 
wide. 
The 
only means of intercourse then, is by 
boat, and in winter, when the water is 
frozen, all journejs must be performed 
on skates. 
The inhabitants of this dis- 
trict are still Vandals, and have re- 
mained true to their old language and 
customs. 
In a Vandal village an armol 
water serves for a street, and those of 
the inhabitants who do not live in a vil- 
lage dwell in a homestead surrounded by 
water. 
A house of this kind is built of 
logs and is reached by a narrow bridcre, 
A thick roof of rushes protects it from 
storms, and rudely carved wolfs* heads, 
tho ancient sign of the Vandals, are 
conspicuous on the gable rafters. 
The 
entrance has a Scriptural sentence over 
the door, and is on the; long side of tho 
house. 
To tho right are the entrances 
to the stalls, and to the left of ttie Jon^ 
pa&sage are the living room, bedroom 
and kitchen. 
Tho beams of the walls 
are carefully piled up on one another, 
and are covered inside with planks, so 
that the house looks very neat and warm. 
Among tho articles of iurnituro may bo 
mentioned the large stovo of Dutch 
tiles, tho massive post bed and tho house- 
wife's spinning wheel, 
Outsido the log 
house are the nets used for fishing, and 
the round, peculiarly shaped hiystacic, 
from the middle of whicii projects an 
immense stake, placed there ns a strong 
support. 
Such a haystack, containing 
as ic does tho costly product of tho 
meadows, is tho chocest treasure of 
every Vandal farmei, and is guarded 
with extreme care, 


Fitrmhouses of the types here 
de- 
scribed are still to be found in some 
parts of Germany, and on account of 
their curious architecture and solidity 
are well worthy of study.

LATE CABBAGE AFTER I'EAS, 


The fact that peas are to some extent 
a renovatmg crop makes it practicable 
und sometimes proQtable to grow another 
crop after them the same season. 
To do 
this, the rows of peas must not bo left to 
be overgrown with weeds. 
Make the 
rows far enough apart to cultivate be- 
tween with a horse. 
After tho peas are 
about done, cultivate agai^i to mellow 
the ground, and plant the cabbage in the 
same rows where the peas were. 
The 
nitrogen supply is there most abundant^ 
as pea roots have tho power of dissolving 
air and making its nitrogen available.— 
Boston Cultivator.

Farmeis often got impatient when the 
season ol corn planting, is two or three 
weeks away, and if there ha^ been a fav- 
orable spring and the weather lias been 
warm and pleasant for a week or more, 
leaving the ground m good condition, 
their impatience overcomes their better 
judgment. 
The c )rn is planted with the 
usual result of rotting in the cold, wet 
weather, and the chances are that much 
of it must be replanted. 
Corn, planted 
two or three weeks later, will produce 
the better crop. This pîantinî» and sow- 
ing out of season applies equally well to 
many other crops, 
lîemember, that, on 
an average, sentions vary but little from 
the set period oi proper warmth and 
cold. 
Ilence, do not let a week of un- 
seasonably tine wtather lead you to per-' 
form some rash farm operation, but be 
content to wait. 
There is plenty of 
other work that should claim your atten- 
tion during this anxious period. 
Any 
seed grain IS better olì in the granary 
than it is sown unseasouabij.—American 
Agriculturist.

SHEEP KAISrXO 


In starting a flock of sheep it would 
be desirable to begin with a fe»v at first, 
when one is dcQcient in experience, as a 
knowledjre of the habit-j of thcie anl- 
mals is indispensable to success wich 
them. 
By beginning with a small flosk 
and getting as much information as pos- 
sible from a good manual iud exercising 
much care and patience there will be 
little diiiiculty in making a success of it 
and gradually increasing the stock. 
For 
a beginning 
it would 
be better to 
get the native sheep and use a ram of 
some hardy kind,' as the 
Shropshire, 
and so gradually build up the flock. The 
ram should be changed the second year, 
another of the same breed being pro- 
cured, but it is not desirable to cnange 
the breed when one has become used to 
it. The large bodied, long wooled sheep 
arc more diflioult to manage than the 
hardier short or medium wooled kinds, 
ot which the Shropshire is themoiC pop« 
lar. 
A good book on this suhjec: is 
^»Stewart's Shepherds* Manual," which

SUNPLOWEK-SEED CAKE FOU COWS. 
Sunflower-seed cake has found exten- 
sive use 
for 
feeding 
dairy 
cows 
within a few years in foreign countries 
and especially in Donmuk. 
A trial is 
reported with four cows, made to com- 
pare the eiTects of sunfiower-seed cake 
and linseed cake. 
Tho sunllower-seed 
cake was fed in the form of meal. 


A summary of the results of tho trial, 
which lasted nearly two months, shows 
that the addition of sunfiuwer-seud cake 
to the u&ual lation was accompauicd in 
the case of each cow by an increased 
milk yield. 
In this connection the addi- 
tion of one pound of the cake appeared 
to be practically as effective as tho addi- 
tion of two pounds. 
Sunfiower-seed 
cake seemed to be fully as elleccive as 
linseed cake. 
The sunflowei-seed cake 
apparently had nc oliect on either t-io 
fat contents of the 
milk or the 
live 
weight of the animals. 
Financially 
there was no advantage iroiu tiie addi- 
tion of either the suufiower-seodcake or 
linseed cake to the basal ration in this 
thai, 


American dairymen, as a rule, nccept 
linseed-oil meal or cake as a valuaoJo 
food for the dairy, to bo ied in a limited 
quantity along with the usual ration. 
They consider its adlitional oust com- 
pensated for in the increased 
value of 
the droppings of tne cattle for manurlal 
purposes alone.—New York Woi'ld,

What will be the result of that brutal 
torture? 
The horse must necessarily as- 
sociate the suosequent torture with tho 
roar and steam at th'j bridge; upon his 
next exoerionco he will realize that ho 
has atiiple peril to escape, two ou the 
bridge, the wcrst of all ju^it boyond it. 
His efforts to escape all will result in n 
possible runaway and lo^s of life. 
In 
short, the real value of that horse was in 
a few minutes croatly reduced, for ho is 
now mucli morn uu^iafe than 
before.

BEST liUBEDS FOK CAPONS. 
% 


Of course, the cockerels of any breed 
or variety cm be cap niized, but, obvi- 
ously, the smaller breeds do not make as 
desirable capDus as the larger, writes B. 
Butler, 
Nothmg better can be used for 
this purpose than Indian Game?, Dork- 
ings, Brahmas, Cocnins, and Plymouth 
Rocks, with their various crossei. 
Tne 
Indian Gime crosses aro specially desir- 
able, as tho birds have immense breasts, 
and an abundance of whito meat is re- 
garded as the one thing needful in ca- 
pons. 
All of theso breeds have size, and 
all, except tho Dorking, have yellow 
legs and yellow skin, little matters that 
aro of considerable moment in selling 
the fowls in American markets. 
Batter 
than the pure breeds wjuld be the cross 
of an Indian Game with a Dorking, a 
Plymouth Rock, a Brahma, or a Cociiin. 
ProLably tho first; cross, Indian Game- 
Dorking, would be the best, though the 
coloring would not be very rich. 
Both 
these breeds have a remarkably meaty 
frame, and the breast is fully developed. 
The Indiam Game-Plymouth Rock cross 
would give a line, meaty 
fowl, but the 
birds, if they happened to be plucked 
when growing feathers, would show 
dark pin feathers. 
The Indian Game- 
Brahma cross would probably give the 
greatest size, and the capons would be 
something immense in proportions, if 
Kept till iull grown. The Bratimi breast 
would be filled out by the Indian Game 
blood, and the Brahma would furnish 
the frame to build upon. 
Tho Indian 
Game-Cochin cross would be somewhat 
similar to that with the Brahmi, though 
l)n>bai)ly not quite equal to the Brnhma. 
Some breeders make h cross of the Ply- 
mouth Rock and the L'.ght Brahma, and 
this gives a large fowl mituring a little 
quicker than the pure Brhma, and mak- 
ing a good market fowl. 
Capons from 
this cross aro large and desirable speci- 
mens, though not equalling in breast 
meat the ludinn Game crosses which we 
havo seen. 
The Dorking, crossed witn 
these other breeli, would be admirable 
except in coior, it having a white skin 
and white legs, anrt its crosses showing a 
pale yellow, 
where a richer color is 
consiuered desirable,—Amoricaa Agri- 
culturist.

West of Mew 
England it ia known as «'sluah ice," and 
abroad it is called ^'ground ice.^ 
It it 
not formed upon the aurface of water, 
bnt collecta on the bcda of atreftmt. 
This is the moat remarkable thing aboul 
it. 
Many theoriea have been advanced 
to account for its formation. 
Oneacien* 
tiat claimed that it waa the result of ra< 
diation of heat from the river bed, and 
that it waa depoaited on the came prin- 
ciple aa dew. 
Another atoutly main* 
tained that 
it waa produced by little 
spiculcD of hoar froat falling from the 
atmoaphere into the water. 


The moat acceptable hypotheaia, how- 
ever, ia that the whole body of water in 
which it ia found is thoroughly chilled 
by a mechanical action of tbe currents of 
the stream, and that the anchor ice then 
naturally forma on the atones and other 
rough bodiea at the bottom. 
After thia 
ficneral cooling of the water to a tem- 
I>erature in tbe neighbcrhaod of thirty* 
two degrees Fahrenheit, the anchor ioe 
will apeedily coat a pole, for example, 
that is lowered into the atrean. 
The 
nucleus having once been fonned, the 
fmall masses of ice that cling by ad- 
hesion to the asperities of the river bed 
jrrow in size, and at Icnprth attain auf- 
llcieut buoyancy to loosen their fasteninga 
end rise to the surface. In doing this 
they irequently tear up small atones and 
Clumps of gravel. 


The ancQor ice is clearly cryatalline in 
ftructure, and in the water resembles a 
kind of fungus or vegetable growth. At 
times a stream will be seen full of little 
mafises of anchor ice floating along near 
or at the surface. 
Its consistency 
ia 
often very slight, so that if an attempt ia 
made to grasp in the hand it readily 
melts and disappears. 
It is confined 
mainly to swiftly running streams hav- 
ing graveFly or stony beds, and it is a 
feature of the winter that proves trouble- 
Eonie chiefly to mill owners.
